If  you  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  been  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  body 
in  Greensboro  this  month  you  would  know  well  the  authenticity  of  this  statement.  This 
session  was  an  epoch  making  affair  and  was  characterized  by  the  beginning  of  a  new  era 
for  our  alma  mater.  In  gianting,  without  question,  the  permission  for  our  board  of  trus- 
tees to  raise  $1,500,000.00  for  Lenoir  Rhyne  by  the  year  1960  shows  full  well  that  our 
church  is  behind  her  institution  100%.  Her  faith,  as  before,  is  everlasting  and  her  confi- 
dence is  limitless.

NORTH  CAROLINA  SYNOD  APPROVES 
$1,500,000.00  EXPANSION  PROGRAM 


A  proposed  $1,500,000  development  and 
expansion  program  for  Lenoir  Rhyne  Col- 
lege was  approved  by  delegates  to  the 
150th  annual  convention  of  the  United 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  this  month. 

The  project,  submitted  by  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  Hickory  institution  after 
an  intensive  study  of  the  urgent  needs  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne,  has  the  full  authorization  of 
the  synod — which  owns  and  operates  the 
college.  The  program  will  be  conducted 
throughout  the  membership  of  the  synod, 
and  will  be  consummated  by  the  year  1960, 
it  was  pointed  out. 

President  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  who  was  one 
of  three  men  to  present  the  college  request 
to  the  board  in  an  impressive  and  pas- 
sionate appeal,  was  deeply  moved  by  the 
action.  He  expressed  his  appreciation  in 
the  following  words: 

"As  President  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College, 
I  am  overwhelmed  by  the  spirit  in  which 
you  have  received  the  proposal  of  the 
board  of  trustees  and  by  your  unanimous 
vote  in  adopting  it.  Your  confidence  and 
your  support  thus  manifested  are  a 
challenge  to  all  of  us  who  are  entrusted 
with  the  conduct  of  the  appeal." 

The  convention  agreed  that  the  program 
b€  undertaken  at  once  and  be  consum- 
mated by  1960.  The  board  was  authorized 
tc  present  the  appeal  through  congrega- 
tions and  solicit  funds  from  the  entire 
membership  of  the  synod.  The  time  of  the 
intensive  and  synod-wide  phase  of  the 
appeal  will  be  left  to  the  board's  discre- 
tion, subject  to  approval  of  the  synod's 
executive  committee.  The  board  was  also 
authorized  to  make  solicitations  on  an  in- 
dividual and/or  group  basis  as  it  deems 
wise  and  proper  during  the  program. 

Dr.  Cromer  was  joined  in  presenting  the 
proposition  by  Dr.  Horace  E.  Isenhour  of 
Salisbury,  president  of  the  college  board 
of  trustees,  and  Dr.  W.  B.  Freed  of  Char- 
lotte, a  member  of  the  board. 

Board  Chairman  H.  E.  Isenhour  stated 
that  "Lenoir  Rhyne's  record  of  valuable 
service  to  the  church     and     society,     the 


overcrowded  condition  of  her  facilities  in 
recent  years,  the  turning  away  of  many 
qualified  students  for  lack  of  room,  the 
urgent  physical  needs  limiting  the  service 
and  efficiency  of  the  college  and  the  op- 
portunities for  an  expanding  ministry  in 
the  years  ahead,  warrant  and  demand  a 
program  of  expansion   and   development.'* 

Several  Buildings  Listed 

The  contemplated  buildings  include  a 
gym,  the  P.  E.  Monroe  Memorial  auditor- 
ium, the  Menzies  Science  hall,  an  infir- 
mary, a  student  union  building,  adminis- 
tration office  building,  enlarging  the  din- 
ning hall,  men  and  women's  dormitories, 
and  a  music  building.  Funds  will  also  be 
provided  for  endowment  purposes. 

The  board's  regular  report  showed  that  : 
a  number  of  improvements  have  been 
made  in  the  last  year  in  the  college's  build- 
ings and  grounds,  costing  $21,427.63,  and 
the  purchase  of  property  adjacent  to  the 
campus  at  a  cost  of  about  $39,000  has  been 
authorized. 

The  supplementary  report  of  the  board  ij 
of  trustees  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  to  the 
1954   convention     of  the  North     Carolina 
Synod  follows: 

"The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  respectfully  submits  to  the  United 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  its  recommendation  of  a  program 
of  long-range  planning  and  development 
for  the  college.  The  recommended  pro- 
gram is  the  result  of  serious  thought  and 
extended  consideration  by  the  board  in 
its  last  three  meetings  and  of  intensive 
study  on  the  part  of  a  special  committee 
of  the  board. 

"Lenoir  Rhyne  College's  record  of  valu- 
able service  to  the  church  and  society,  the 
over- crowded  condition  of  her  facilities  in 
recent  years,  the  turning  away  of  many 
qualified  students  for  lack  of  room,  the 
urgent  physical  needs  limiting  the  service 
and  efficiency  of  the  college,  and  the  op- 
portunities for  an  expanding  ministry  in 
the  years  ahead  warrant  and  demand  a 
program  of  expansion  and  development.

Funds  Insufficient 

"Certain  funds  now  in  hand  and  in  im- 
mediate prospect  are  insufficient  to  meet 
the  most  urgent  needs  and  opportunities 
of  the  college.  A  careful  survey  and  a 
conservative  estimate  reveal  that  a  min- 
imum of  $1,500,000  is  needed,  in  addition 
to  funds  on  hand  and  in  prospect,  to  equip 
the  college  for  its  program  now  and  in  the 
next  few  years.  This  has  led  the  board  to 
initiate  a  development  program  which 
shall  seek  to  enlist  the  alumni,  the  com- 
munity and  the  members  of  the  congrega- 
tions of  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  which  shall 
be  consummated  by  the  year  1960. 

"To  this  end  the  board  proposes  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  for  adoption  by  the 
Synod:  "(1)  That  the  United  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  here- 
by approves  a  development  and  expansion 
program  for  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  to  be 
undertaken  immediately  and  to  be  con- 
sumated  by  1960. 

"2)  That  the  Synod  approves  an  appeal 
in  the  amount  of  $1,500,000  for  Lenoir 
Rhyne  college  as  a  necessary  and  inter- 
gral  part  of  the  development  and  expan- 
sion program. 

Synod-wide  Project 

"(3)  That  the  Synod  authorizes  the 
board  of  trustees  to  present  the  appeal 
through  the  congregations  and  to  solicit 
contributions  from  the  entire  membership 
of  the  Synod. 

"(4)  That  the  time  of  the  intensive  and 
synod -wide  phase  of  the  appeal  is  left  to

Forty-four  debate  teams  took  part  in 
the  seven  rounds  of  debate  on  the  question 
"Resolved,  that  the  United  States  should 
adopt  a  policy  of  free  trade."  Interspersed 
between  rounds  were  twenty  individual 
contests  which  included  oratory,  situation 
oratory,  extempore,  after  dinner  speaking, 
impromptu,  radio  poetry  reading,  radio 
address  reading,  and  radio  extempore. 

The  following  schools  entered  debate 
teams  in  the  contests:  Appalachian  Tea- 
chers College,  Atlantic  Christian  College, 
Carson-Newman  College,  Davidson  Col- 
lege, Duke  University,  East  Tennessee 
State  College,  Mars  Hill  College,  Maryville 
College,  Mercer  University,  Milligan  Col- 
lege, U.  S.  Naval  Academy,  University  of 
North  Carolina,  University  of  South  Caro- 
lina, Tennessee  Tech,  Virginia  Tech,  Wake 
Forest  College  and  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 

Dr.  Keiser,  founder  of  the  South  Atlan- 
tic, directed  the  three-day  tourney  for  the 
twenty  second  time.  Miss  Inez  Seagle, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Bible  and  Sociology 
at  Lenoir  Rhyne  served  as  assistant  tour- 
nament director;  and  Mr.  Ralph  Lyerly, 
Professor  of  English  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  was 
in  charge  of  Radio  contests. 

Judges  were  professional  leaders  of 
Hickory  and  debate  coaches  were  from  the 
participating  institutions. 

All  contests  were  held  in  the  Education- 
al Building  of  St.  Andrew's,  the  College 
Church,  except  for  the  Radio  Newscast 
which  originated  at  WHKY,  local  radio 
station.

BASEBALL  BEARS  COP  WESTERN  DIVISION

Starting  their  first  season  under  the 
tutorship  of  new  coach,  Mac  Erwin,  the 
Bear's  diamond  team  took  up  where  they 
left  off  last  year,  sweeping  aside  virtually 
all  comers  in  its  attempt  to  gain  their  third 
North  State  crown. 

Although  not  posting  as  impressive  won- 
lost  record  as  last  year,  Coach  Erwin's  men 
have,  nevertheless,  been  the  team  to  beat 
in  the  Western  Division. 

Before  the  1954  season  rolled  around,  the 
Bruin  outlook  appeared  gloomy,  with  the 
loss  of  its  entire  infield,  two  outfield  re- 
gulars, and  a  front  line  pitcher. 

With  the  help  of  several  newcomers  and 
a  sprinkling  of  vets  from  last  year  the 
Bears  have  played  on  par  with  last  years 
outfit  and  have  even  bettered  the  '53  bat- 
ting mark,  staying  above  the  .300  mark  all 
season.  They  have  suffered  but  one  shut- 
out, that  coming  from  Western  Carolina 
ace,  Jim  Kuykendall. 

With  a  single  contest  remaining  in  the 
regular  season  with  Appalachian,  the  Bears 
seem  certain  to  take  the  Western  Crown. 
A  loss  to  the  Mountaineers  would  throw 
the  Bears  into  a  tie  with  Western  Caro- 
lina but  a  win  will  cinch  the  right  to  meet 
Elon  in  the  Playoffs.  The  Bruins  have 
taken  11  out  of  14  tilts  over  the  season  and 
hold  an  8-3  conference  mark. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  enjoyed  their  biggest 
afternoon  against  the  Crusaders  of  Bel- 
mont-Abbey  when  they  blasted  out  19 
bingles  in  a  one  sided  21-3  score.  Twice 
they  have  chased  13  runs  across  the  plate 
and  once  sent  12  markers  home. 

This  year's  main  weakness  was  figured 
to  be  in  the  infield  but  Charles  Camp 
moved  in  from  the  outfield  to  take  over 
the  hot  corner  spot  and  Joe  Buff  moved 
over  to  first.  Newcomers  to  the  Bear  den 
formed  the  keystone  combo,  Jimmy  Kim- 
mell  at  second  and  Billy  Pharr  at  Short. 
Kimmell  proceeded  to  lead  the  team  in 
hitting,  sporting  a  lusty  .400  plus  average. 

Mark  Lyerly  replaced  Gene  Robinson  in 
leftfield  and  has  performed  with  such  out- 
standing ability  that  he  is  a  top  candidate 
for  all -loop  honors.  Mark  has  lead  the 
team  in  practically  all  slugging  depart- 
ments this  year. 
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Virgil  Whitley,  1953  all- conference  star, 
returned  to  man  the  centerfield  post  and 
added  some  50  points  to  his  already  high 
batting  average.  The  Stanley,  N.  C.  na- 
tive also  served  as  captain  of  the  squad, 
although  only  a  Junior. 

Although  the  Bears  began  the  season 
with  two  of  last  years  mound  aces  gone 
and  another  sidelined  with  an  injury,  the 
staff  was  bolstered  by  the  great  hurling 
of  Sophomore  southpaw  Buzz  Peeler  and 
P""rosh  Walter  Cornwell  and  Gene  Hoffman. 
Roland  Barker,  1953  all-stater,  made  an 
impressive  comeback  after  missing  the 
early  season  play  with  an  injury  and 
tossed  two  important  wins,  one  over  West- 
ern Carolina,  which  almost  cinched  at 
least  a  tie  for  top  honors.  Peeler  has  post- 
ed a  5-1  record  while  Cornwell  and  Hoff- 
man have  two  wins  each. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  opened  the  season  taking 
two  straight  from  non-loop  foes,  Belmont- 
Abbey  and  Davidson  but  lost  their  first 
loop  engagement  to  Catawba.  The  Bruins 
then  took  four  consecutive  wins  before 
dropping  a  close  6-5  verdict  to  WCTC, 
their  biggest  threat  to  the  crown.  The 
Bears  split  four  tilts  with  the  Catamounts 
in  the  nip  and  tuck  race. 

Lyerly,  Buff,  Whitley,  Camp,  Kimmell, 
and  catcher  Rob  Bost  all  lifted  their  bat- 
ting marks  above  the  .300  level  to  form  a 
man  "murderers  row."  Bost,  Lyerly,  and 
Whitley  shared  the  RBI  honors  with  prac- 
tically the  entire  team  sharing  in  the  home 
run  barrage. 

Next  year  the  Bears  will  be  heads  on 
favorites  to  take  the   crown  again,   losing
